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Talk of strike: 
five key questions 
Students are asking 


Students on Sacramento State’s cam- 
pus have been expressing a great deal 
of bewilderment over the past week about 
all the talk of strike and picket being 
bandied about. 

“oO, aS an informational service, the 
Hornet presents a series of questions 
and answers that typify the kinds of 
questions students have been asking. 

The answers are strictly interpreta- 
tions by the Hornet editorial staff, 
distilled from information from inter- 
viewing key figures connected with the 
strike. 


Who? 


1. Question: What is the AFT? 

\nswer: The AIT is the American 
Federation of Teachers, a national as- 
sociation for the improvement of teachers’ 
working conditions, The union has local 
chapters on 16 of the 18 state college 
campuses; the Sac State chapter has 
between 75 and 80 members out of the 
approximately 600 teachers here. 


When? (If) 


3s Question: Is the AFT on Sac 
State’s campus going to strike’? 

\nswer The answer requires a bit 
of background. In order to be able to 
Strike, the AIT local required the Ok 
of the local labor council. That OK was 
secured last week, To date, the campus 
chapter has not chosen to exercise their 
strike potenti: 

No one can tell if they are going to 
Strike. But any such strike would essen- 
tially be a strike in s\)mpathy with the 
San Francisco State striking teachers, if 
they are fired for striking. 

\t present, the only specific moves 
by the AFT has been that with 48 hours 
of any reprisals against striking teachers 
at SI State, Sac State’s chapter, along 
with all the other local chapters of the 
\IT at) state colleges. would stage a 
24-hour work stoppage — as opposed 
to an actual strike,

Why? 


4. Question: Why are they striking 
at San Francisco State.... and why would 
they strike at Sac State in sympathy 
with SF State? 

Answer: They are striking about 
specific concerns shared by all faculty — 
too-heavy 12 unit teaching loads, unlike 
the nine-unit teaching loads at the uni- 
versities; not enough secretarial and 
grad-assistant help; net enough time 
(or space) to spend counseling individual 
students; in short, poor, cramped, ina- 
dequate working conditions that (iminish 
the effectiveness of professors. 

But the strike has implications that 
go far beyond those specific grievances. 
Collective bargaining, using such tools 
as the strike, assumes there is some 
employer to strike against. It isn’t the 
local school administration, because they 
only carry out the budgetary guidelines 
set down by the chancellor. It isn't the 
chancellor, because he is only carrying 
out the trustees’ recommendations. It 
isn’t the trustees, since they’re pretty 
much acting on the governor's budgetary 
guidelines. So is it the governor? Yes, 
but not really, because in a larger sense, 
the people of California have committed 
themselves to the ideal of higher edu- 
cation, but find it painful to provide the 
funds to realize that ideal, 

In short, the voters voted down the 
funds that would have been provided by 
Proposition Three, but now find the re- 
sults of the fund-deniat painful; their 
youngsters are being denied admission, 
or, once admitted, are having trouble 
getting the courses and instructors thes 
want,

Picket 
line 
Supports

Three hundred picketing students and 
faculty members, 50 local newsmen, and 
1500 mildly interested students congre- 
gated in the quadrangle Wednesday 
afternoon from noon to 12:30 as Sac- 
ramento State College cautiously entered 
into the current higher education crisis, 

The informational picket-line was 
marked by the customary placards urging 
students to ‘‘Support The AFT”’’ and ‘‘Keep 
Politics Out of Education’, as it wended 
its way in circles in front of the Library 
and occasionally altered its course to 
include a side-trip to the sidewalks before 
Douglas Hall. 


Student Reaction 


Student reaction generally was limited 
to surprise that the organizers of the 
march were able to muster such a large 
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number of pickets. Few among the by- 
standers were apparently interested in 
the issues being raised or the purpose 
of the strike now going on at San Fran- 
cisco State College, 

Partisan reaction to the picket-line 
was largely non-existent. The only in- | 
cident to take place occurred when a 
student, apparently for the benefit of the | 
television cameras, pretended that he was 
being forced off of the sidewalk by the 
pickets, 

He and a picket exchanged a few in- 
effectual blows of the type that amateur 
prizefighters seem to feel are most likely | 
to arouse strong memories of Sugar 
Ray Robinson, and when it became ob- 
vious that neither was capable of doing 
any damage to his opponent. the scuffle 
ended, 

The only casualties were the science 
of boxing and the instigator’s apparent 
image of himself as the poor man’sGeorge 
Wallace, 

Those picketing were obviously de- 
termined to keep the demonstration as 
orderly as possible. With the exception 
of the incident mentioned above, they 
were completely successful, 

The organizers of the march) the 
Student Ad Hoc Committee Supporting 
the AFT, lead by Don Cosper, ended 
the march by having the pickets assemble 
in the outdoor eating area next to the 
Food Service building. 

The leaders of the demonstration then 
took a few minutes to congratulate the 
marchers on the manner in which they 
had behaved and to announce that a simi- 
liar informationa! picket line was planned 
at the appearance of Dr, Sl. Hayakawa, 
acting-President of San Francisco State 
College, before the State Chamber of 
Commerce at the Eldorado Hotel 
the following day.

Viet Nam Scoreboard

SAIGON (AP) — The U.S, command announced 222 Ameri 
died in combat last week, 30 more than the week before, 
1,099 American servicemen were wounded last week, 523 
seriously enough to require hospitalization, South Vietnamese 
lo..es were 190 killed, 815 wounded, and the communists 
lost 2,059. 


4 cold number became an historical fact last month, The Pentagon 
released one more statistic about Viet Nam: ‘'30,000 Americans 
have now been killed in the Viet Nam war.’ 

Military statisticians in Saigon have been keeping a running count 
since January 1, 1961, It was on that date that the first American was 
killed (he was an “‘‘advisor’’ for a South Vietnamese patrol), and 
the news of his death was on the front page. 

Last month’s overall total appeared on page seven of the New 
york Times and on page 12 ofthe San Francisco Chronicle, The military 
command in Saigon held no press conference, and there was no special 


briefing, The item passed virtually unnoticed, 
Korean War 
The Korean war, which was a much shorter—-and much more 
clearly defined—war, claimed o 33,000 American dead, We are 
now fighting towards that figure, and should reach it before spring

expecting the film to end, Fourty- 
five minutes is long for an art 
film. Most of the scenes, when 
separated from the whole, are 
good: the dream scenes, the 
pistol and building block scenes, 
the ocean scenes, and the erotic 
scenes were well done. but an 
overal! editing and shortening of 
the film couldadd much to the over- 
all effect. 

The second film, The Grateful 
Dead, was a psychedelic impres- 
si0onism of the Grateful Dead hard-

rock group. Last year the film 
won the $2000 prize at the 
Brussels Film Festival, and was 
liked by the Sacramento State 
audience, 

War is Hell, the last film, was 
a satire on the typical war story, 
rhe stereotyped hospital scenes, 
the terror of the front lines, and 
the rescue of the nurse are all 
shot down in the end by Nelson,

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Does Unrest Hurt Grad Schools? 


Graduate school deans are be- 
coming increasingly worried that 
student unrest will hamper their 
attempts to gain more federal funds 
and public support, to improve 
access to graduate education for 
minority groups, and to make other 
reforms in graduate education. 

At the eighth annual meeting 
of the Council of Graduate Schools 
in the US., student unrest was 
a major topic of discussion, in 
both formal pane! sessions and 
informal talks in the hallways of 
the San Francisco Hilton, 

Most of the speakers at the 
meeting said that, while campus 
administrators cannot condone 
disruptions, they must work 
to solve the problems which bring 
about unrest. 

The conference's keynote 
speaker, Chairman Glenn T. Sea- 
borg of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, warned that unrest might 
lead to the decay of universities 
“into intellectual stagnation by one 
of two unhappy routes: through 
the dominance of internally 
generated political activism over 
inte liectual achievement or 
through the imposition by an 
alarmed public of repressive re- 
strictions,”’ 

Mr. Seaborg, a former 
chancellor of the University of 
California at Berkeley, also said 


unrest might lead to ‘‘dismem- 
berment of the universities’’ in 
order ‘‘to provide protection 
against campus disruption’ for 
scholars involved in advanced 
Study. 


He told the 500 deans from 280 
institutions that their best defense

is ‘‘to effect demonstrable change 
where it is called for and to show 
the young that they can influence 
the course of events through par- 
ticipation in our institutional proc - 
esses, As serious students find 
increasingly that there are serious 
ways they can make serious con- 
tributions to the solution of serious 
problems, the hyperbolic activist 
will give way to the constructive 
commitment from which progress 
flows.”’ 

Chancellor Charles E, Young 
of the University of California at 
Los Angeles told the deans that 
confrontations are inevitable, ‘‘We 
are in the middle of a revolu- 
tion,” he said. ‘‘The question 
is whether it can be peaceful! rather 
than violent, constructive rather 
than displacing what went before,’’ 

He said colleges and uni- 
versities ‘‘must see to it that we 


are facilitating rather than re- 
stricting this revolution’ by 
changes in outlook, in approach, 


in curriculum.”’ These changes, 
he said, *‘must be real, not sham.”’ 

“We must turn our attention 
to what is troubling this segment 
of society,’ Mr. Young added, 
“not be content to deal with what 
used to be important,’’ 

Kenneth Keniston, an associate 
professor of psychology at Yale 
University and author of severa! 
books on the student Left, saic 
that, despite their rhetoric about 
restructuring the university, most 
activistssare not dissatisfied wit! 
the quality or relevance of their 
educations but are angry over 
the Vietnam war and racism and 
what they see as universities’ 







complicity with the system that 
maintains those evils, 

He said student activism is a 
result of the success of society 
in solving many old problems which 
has led students to “react with 
new indignation to. existing 
injustices, turn to new goals, and 
propose radical reforms,”’ This 
is also, he added, why ‘‘many 
students perceive requests for 
obedience, restraint, or commit- 
ment from established institutions 
and their representatives as 
trivial, stupid, hypocritical, or a 
deprivation of the freedom of the 
individua],’’ 

Asked about predictions that 
student protesters will soon turn 
attention from university adminis- 
trations to the faculty, Mr, Kenis- 
ton said, ‘‘I don’t think it would 
be a bad idea. On some campuses 
there is a natural alliance between 
innovating administrators and 
radical students against the 
entrenched position of the de- 
partments.”’ 

One student grievance that es- 
pecially concerned the deans is 
the lack of minority-group stu- 
dents in graduate schools, laced 
with the fact that only .8 per 
cent of Ph, D, recipients are 
Negroes, they heard reports on 
a number of programs run by uni- 
versities, private foundations, or 
the government designed to bring 
more disadvantaged students into 
graduate schools. 

These programs came under 
attack, however, by several of 
the deans from predominantly 
Negro institutions, one of whom 
called them “academic big 


brotherism,’’ They said they would 
prefer to see students go directly 
into graduate programs at some of 
their institutions rather than spend 
extra time preparing to go into 
predominantly white graduate 
schools, 

Although they acknowledged that 
their graduate schools did 
not always measure up to ‘‘white”’ 
academic standards, these deans 
said their institutions would never 
improve if all the efforts aimed 
at helping disadvantaged students 
were intended to place them in 
predominantly white schools. 


The deans were also worried 
about the impact of student unrest 
on their needs for funds. Their 
special concern was over cuts in 
fellowship grants fromthe National 
Science Foundation, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration, and the National 
Defense Education Act. 


They voted to endorse ‘‘in 
principle’ a_ resolution asking 
Congress to withdraw the anti-riot 
provisions attached to several 
higher education appropriation 
acts, jut one dean said, ‘‘When 
we’re asking people for more 
money it’s kind of difficult to ask 
them to keep their noses out of our 
DUSINGSS, 


Mr. Seaborg reassured them 
that the present cuts in aid 
“represent an unavoidable and 
temporary retrenchment.’ He 
said federal support for higher 
education probably will continue to 
grow but at a more modest rats 
than in recent years.

Robert 
Hutchins 
To Speak 


Robert M. Hutchins, former 
president of the University of Chi- 
cago and now president of the 
Fund for the Republic, Inc., will 
speak at SSC next Tuesday, Janu- 
ary 21. 

His lecture, titled ‘The Outlook 
for Education,’’ is scheduled for 
2p.m. in the Little Theatre. 
Sponsored by the Cultural Pro- 
grams Committee, the lecture is 
open to the public without charge. 

As an authority on higher edu- 
cation, Hutchins can point to the 
22 years he served as chief exec- 
utive of the University of Chicago, 
plus a period of service as dean 
of the Yale University |.aw School. 

He has received honorary de- 
grees from many colleges and uni- 
versities, including Oberlin Col- 
lege, Williams College, Berea Col- 


lege, Narvard University, Tulane 
University, the University of 
Copenhagen, the University of 
Itinois, the University of Frank- 
furt and the University of 
Stockholm 


Hutchins is the author of a 
number of books on the problems 
of education and is a director of 
the Encyclopaedia Britannica, Inc. 

Before becoming affiliated with 
the Santa Barbara-based Fund for 


the Republic and the Fund's Center 


for the Study of Democratic In- 
Stitutions, Hutchins was an 
associate. director of the Ford 


Foundation in Pasadena.
